H E 18-h Inftant in the Morning King 

Auguitus fec out from hence, accom- 
panid by feveral Senators, and took 

his Way towaids Lowitz, whither he 

order’d the Piovifions farnifh'd by 
the Palatinats ot Mazovia, Floczko, Lancizia, and 
Si adia, to be carried. B .oce his Departure, his Ma- 
jewy receiv’a an *ccuunt of the Defeat of his Army 
under Generai Schule: bourg by, the Swedes com- 
manded by Gencval ac Frauftad. His 
Maj:ty thereupon ciipatch'd feveral Expreffes 
with Ord rs te his Sexon Lroops that efcap’d out of 
that Battle, to Mazeppa General of the Coffacks, 
and to the Mufcovire Ariwy encamp’d-near Grodno. 
We have Advice from Grodno, that’ the King of 
Sweden had refolv’d in a Council of War to attack 
the Mufcovites in their In:venchments ; and that in 
Order thereto fome Regiments of Swedes were ad- 


‘yanc’d wuhin 2 Miles uf Grodno, waiting gae com- 


ing up of the ref ot the Army..

Drefden, March 3. The !aft Letters from Warfaw 
advife, thar the King of Poland having receiv’d the 
bad News of the Defear of his Troops commaded 
by General Schulenbaheg near Frauenftad, was 
march’d with moft of his Detachment towards 
Lowiiz ; leaviag a certain Number of Mufcovites 
to guard the Ciry and Caftle of Warfaw. ’Tis re- 
ported his Majefty defigns to endeavour to re-efta- 
blih the Body cf Infantry that were beaten at Frau- 
enfiad, and of whom about 2 thirds were kill’d : 
And that in order thereto he bas difpatch’d feveral 
Couriert, particularly one to Caffel, to take into his 
Service {/me new Troops of Forreigners. In the 
mez time the Horfe, who did not lofe 50 Men in 
th: Bate, b gin to return to their Quarters. 
The King is .xivemely difpleas’d with thofe who 
did noc do cheir Daty in that Action, and ’tis faid 
his M:jeftv wil! caufe them to be tried by a Court- 
Martial. The Swedes were very cruel to the brave 
Maufcovites, who having long defended themfelves 
valiantly, even after they were abandon’d by the 
Saxons, at laft threw down their Arms and begg’d 
Quarter ; but the Swedes maffacred them without 
Mercy ; and feveral of them having retir’d into fome 
Houles, the Swedes fer thofe Houfes on Fire, and 
put tothe Sword thofe who ran out to avoid burn- 
ing. Lieutenanc General Wuftromirski, who is a 
very able Officer, is at great Glogau, and affoon as 
he is cur’d of his Wounds is to render himfelf Prifo- 
ner of War at Stockholm, whither the Swedes have 
fent moft of our Foot Officers that they took Prifo- 
ners, 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 11. 
_ Berlin, March 3. By Letters from Poland we are 
inform’d, that the King of Sweden with his Army 
has block’d up Grodno ; and that his. Majefty has 
by a Placare forbid the Boors of the neighbouring 
Counti; to carry any Provifions into it, on Pain of 

eath. The Reinforcements which the Mufcoyites 


expect from their own Country, are 
advanc’d near to Grodno. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated March 16, 

Warfaw, March 2. Lhe Mutlcovites which King 
Auguttus left in Garrifon here, thomfelves ready 
to march upon the tift Notce from his Majefty. 
We have Advice, that the 24th of !aft Month his 
Maj; fty march’d from Lowiiz tor Pierrecow, where 
he defign’d to ftay for Geveral Schulenboarg, whom 
he had fent for from Saxony. We heve alfo Advice 
that the Armies of the King of Sweden and of the 
Czar of Mufcovy in the Neighb -urhuod ot Grodno, 
fatfer very mach for Want of Provifins. 

Dantxick, March 6. Advice is come hither, that 
the King of Sweden has been oblig’d to retive with 
his Army 10 Leagues frcm Grodno, for Want of 
Forrage. The laft Letters frm Mofcow, fay the 
Czar fer out from thence towards the End of 
January, to return to his Army at Grodno. Letters 
from Poland tell us, That Kiog Avguftus was at 
Pistrecow the 28th of February; and that he had 
with him a confiderable Body of froops, with which 
he defign’d to venture an Engagement with General 
Reinfchild ; and had determin’d to give the Com- 
mind of the Right Wing to General Schulenbourg, 
the Left to General Brauffen, and the main Body to 
General Fleming, and to head the Body of Reierve 
himfelf. The Scaroft Smigielski having been fomg 
Days in purfuit of 450 Recruits rais’d for King Sta- 
niflaus by M. Truchfes, at lengrh overionk them 
within 3 Leagues of Stargard in the Polith Pruifia, 
and made them all Prifoners of War.

‘Smigielski, whom King Auguftus has made Way- 


wod of Pofen, having fallen upon 600 Men that 
M. Truckfes had rais’d for King Sraniflaus, in the 
Polith Pruffia, kill’d 200 of them and made the reft 
Prifoners, of which fome have caken Se:\ice under 
him. The 7th Inftanr he came wihin a Mile of 
this City, and in his Way took fome wediih Offi- 
cers as alfothe Sctaroft Gembirsky, who 1s a Pe. fon 
notorioufly difaffected to King Auguttus, and has 
fent him to Saxony. ’Tis talk’s, tbat M, 
Smigielski bas receiv'd fome Contributors which 
he has demanded in the Polith Pruili:, he will mach 
from thefe Parts to joyn King Auguftus, who was 
at Wolbers near Pietrecow the 2d of this Month, 
but ‘tis faid defign’d to go towards racow : His 
Majefty is forming a new Army ; to auginent which, 
Velt-Marfhal Ogiby has derach’d from Gredno 
5000 Mufcovite Dregoons, he being: able to fpare 
them and yer to maintain his Camp againtt all Ate 
tempts of the Swedes.

Letters from Berlin of the 2d of March advife, 
that it had been refolv’d in a Council of War, to 
countermand the Troops that had been order’d the 
2d of February to march to Pruilia : And ’tis reporte 
ed ascertain, that of thofe Troops 8 Battallions will 
be fent to ferve the enfuing Campaign on the Rhine 
or the Maefe, viz. the 3 Bartallions cf the Prince 
Royal, 2 of Dhona, 1 of Denhoff, 1 of Lorrum, and 
t of Holftein : To which will be joyn’d 2 Battallions 


of the Guards that are at Berlin. ?Tis not yet fia 
who 
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who will have tke Command of this Detachment. 
There is fti!l a ftrong Body of Forces on the Fron- 
tiers of Pruilia, befides the Miliria of the Country,
